death unless his insanity or some other 
consideration prevent. If the Presi- 
dent recover, the crime is only assault 
with intent to kill, and the maximum 
penalty imprisonment for eight years. 
Under the law of the District of Co- 
lumbia, the law protects the President 
just as it protects the humblest citizen 
no more or less. There is something 
heroic suggested by the fact. No man’s 
life is essential to the safety of the re- 
public. The President is only a citizen 
selected to perform certain duties. 
Treason only exists against the coun- 
try. A wide departure from the Eu- 
repean custom. 

All danger of possible anarchy or 
chaos in the government in the event 
of the death of the President and the 
possible death of the Vice President 
has been averted. A proclamation con- 
vening Congress in extra session has

News from Dr. T. H. Dearing. 


We have received for perusal and quo- 
tation certain brief but pertinent and 
intelligent memoranda written by Dr. 
T. H. Dearing, in connection with his 
trip to Europe, where he is still so- 
jeurning. The doctor, it will be remem- 
bered, sailed from New York June 12, 
in the steamship Devonia, of the An- 
chor line, bound for Glasgow, Scotland. 
The passage, which was accomplished 
in about 11 days, does not seem to have 
been very remarkable in any way. 
There was, it appears, about the aver 
age amount of enjoyment and the aver- 
age amount of discomfort experienced, 
which are incidental to, and to be ex- 
pected by all who cross the Atlantic. 

On Wednesday morning, June 25, 
the Devonia arrived off the northern 
coast of Ireland. The doctor writes : 
“We are on the Irish coast. It is really 
pretty, with its little highly cultivated 


country. ‘Giants’ Causeway’ is a noble 
headland. Itis part of an extensive 
and overlying mass of basalt. from 300 
to KX) feet in thickness, which covers 
almost the whole county of Antrim and 
the eastern part of Londonderry. It 
rises to a height of from 200 to 400 feet. 

Now we come to Ailsa Craig, a rock 
rising abruptly out of the sea to a height 
of 1114 feet. It forms a striking object 
even at a considerable distance. It is 
about two miles in circumferance and is 
situated about ten miles off the coast of 
Ayrshire. 

Soon we are running along the beau- 
| tiful banks of the Clyde, in Scotland, 


and the water and land scenery is sim- 
au 
*| ply grand. At noon we are at Green- 


ock, and the first thing to greet our eyes 
in this beautiful little city was a rebel 
flag, placed on the premises of a Ken- 
tuckian. But ought this to be allowed 
by the Scotch authorities 7 It flaunts 
to the breeze in a most conspicuous 
place on the river promenade. where al! 
Americans must pass 

Here we take cars for Glasgow. and 
arrive before dark at an elegant hotel. 
Before leaving Glasgow, the next morn- 
ing, we visited the cathedral where 
John Knox preached such powerful 
sermons to the people. Adjoining ix a 
fine monument to his memory, sur- 
mounted by his statue. I alse visited 
the University in company with a young 
man to whom I had a letter of introduc- 
tion from hix East Braintree friends. 


The University and Roval Infirmary, 
together with the grounds in which both | 


are located, are quite imposing, and the | 
students have excellent advantages, 
under able professors. 

We left Glasgow en route for Edin- 
burgh, via Loch Lomond, and Loch 
Katrine. At Loch Lomond we saw 
some pretty summer cottages along the 
banks. Loch Katrine ix very pretty 
and after a ride through the Trosachs 
and a nice dinner, we mounted our car- 
riage in a cheery and jolly mood, for a 
nine miles’ ride to the Edinburgh sta- 
tion. All the afternoon, we passed 
through a most beautiful country, 
farms highly cultivated, sheep in every 
direction, and up to their eyes in pas- 
ture grass. No wonder the people like 
mutton chops, they are so fat and juicy. 

At 6.0) Pp. M. we arrived at the Royal 
Hotel, Edinburgh, and had dinner. The 
hotel is a right royal one, and directly 
in front of if is the Princes Street Gar- 
dens and Scott's monument. Next 
morning we visited the old Castle and 
the Palace of Holyrood, ete., ete., and 
heard the Royal Band play in the 
Queen's Park, and also the company of 
bagpipers amid the gathered thousands. 
On my own account | called on several 
gentlemen, and with one of them visit- 
ed the University and Hospital. 

Among the interesting objects seen 
in Edinburgh was the ancient house of 
John Knox,in the Canongate, from one 
of the overhanging windows of which 
he often preached to the people. Sir 
Walter Scott's monument, in front of 
our hotel, is a beautiful structure of ex- 
quisite and wonderful workmanship. 
and rises to a height of 275 feet. It is 
open daily. George street and Princes 
street are grand, wide thoroughfares. 
The latter is adorned with many statues 
of past great historical names, such as 
Pitt, Knox, Wilson, Hogg, Ramsy, 
Ferguson, Hugh Miller, Macaulay, 
Chalmers, Prince Albert, ete., ete.. all 
of which are very fine. 

As to ladies dressing here, they hold 
no comparison in elegance to that of 
American ladies. The men are mostly 
fine specimens. Especially is that so 
with the company of Royal Highland- 
ers on duty at the Castle, all very fine 
appearing young men. I think I never 
saw their equal in manly appearance 
and stature. 

On Saturday morning we left Edin- 
burgh, one of the finest cities I ever 
saw, en route for London. At 93) P. 
M. we arrived at our hotel, and dined. 
Sunday morning [ heard Spurgeon. He 
is better than I expected, but the sing- 
ing completely disappointed me. There 
were (000 singing, without an organ or 
a choir, each singing on his own hook, 
except one man, who attempted to lead, 
and in the most abominable tones I ever 
heard. In the afternoon I attended 
service at St. Paul's. This cathedral is 
grand. The singing is chiefly done by 
two choirs of boys, and was very effect- 
ive, their voices reverberating through 
the arches and up the lofty dome in 
hallelujahs. Dr. Seott officiated and 
preached an excellent sermon from the 
text, “If ye neglect so great a salva- 
tion.” At 3 Pp. mM. I attended service at 
Westminster Abbey, and heard the 
great divine, Canon Farrar. And what 
asermon in sucha place! Oh, thou 
noble man, none but God could give 
thee the wisdom and power to proclaim, 
a gospel which “‘put to nanght all show, 


trappings, equipages and titles, brought} 
' equality to each and all men, and banish- 


ed forever all bonds of ceremony, and 


ers whatsoever ye would that they should 
do unto you.” 

This was in a temple filled with in- 
signia and statuary and paintings in 
Themory of the titled dead that «le ep 
there and in the memory of duke« and 
lords. Canon Farrar held the assem- 
bled multitude spell-bound, while he 
with great animation, poured his whole 
soul upon them in inspiring shouts of 
erystal gospel truths.

The people are very kind, and every 
one seems anxious to afford you all the 
information one want=, and te make 
you happy, «ven putting themselves out 
te serve you. I tind a very kindly feel 
ing towards our country.

The Origin of Alcohol. 


Cider is made from apples by grind- 
ing or mashing the fruit and pressing 
out the juice. All apple juice contains 
sugar, and when this breaks up or de- 
cays it forms aleohol. In warm weath- 
er this decay begins very soon after it 
is pressed out. A good experiment 
ean be made by putting some apple 
juice, newly expressed into an open 
glass jar. Into another jar put some 
apples stewed with juice, and set the 
two jars side by side in a warm place, 
with the thermometer at about seventy 
degrees. 

The stewed apple sxuce soon begins 
to decay or turn sour as we say, and it 
is then thought unfit to be eaten. 
if you watch both the jars, you will see 
that the pressed apple juice begins to 
decay quite as soon as the other, per-

Farm and Garden. 


Care and Feed of Forts, 


We have at this season to consider 


the care aud feed of our fowls. Corn 
is usually the standard with farmers 
wud amateurs I like it incold weather 
but in warm weather [ cannot wet as 
many eggs by its use as I can with 


wheat, wheat brah, or even oats 


Wheat is splend if feed at any season. 
1 


Ihave often found that when I had 
fed wheat for some time and began to 


feed corn again that the chickens would 


after picking a few grains, stop and 
come up to me, and when | weut to the 
next yard they would follow to the out 


as if they wanted something else. 


Oats make a fair summer feed, and 


are worth per bushel, perhaps, half as 
much as wheat Wheat screenings, 
othe nu froma merchant mill making a 
erack article of Nour, are worth all the; 


cost, but these from custom mills are 


not usually of much value. 


Barley is invaluable for fattening 


fowls, those fed on it readily bringing 


two to five cents per pound more than 
these fattened on corn. It is, however, 
open to the same objections as corn as 


a summer feed 


Wheat bran is a tine summer feed, 


and if one can get that from which but 


one grade of middlings has been taken 


is the more valuable 


Corn and oat meal mixed, takes the 


place of corn me alas a feed for young 
chickens and other young fowl 


But the feed we prefer to all others 
is as follows Boil potatoes in a Kettle 
aud when done so as to crush Cusny, 
mash them well and add bran and 
mixed cornu and oat meal. The heat of 
the potatoes will cook the meal and 
bran well,and when cold it will cut 
like mush It is the best possible feed 
for young fowls, and for old ones also 

Turnips may take the place of pota- 
toes, and any medicine or stimulant 
required may be put in it. I usually 
give red pepper once a month in winter 
and oftener if they flag in laying A

The Brewer and the Baker. 


In making beer the brewer uses grain 


and yeast. Hence, some say that beer 
is like bread. or as good as bre aul. But 
beer is not bread. nor is it like bread. 
Whether it is as good as bread, we shall 
tind out when we learn what it does to 


those who take it The object in mak- 


ug bread is to preserve the nourish- 


menutin the grain and make it into a 
zood food. The object in making beer 
is todestroy the nourishment, to turn 
the starch inte alcohol and to make an 
intoxicating drink The verv ftirst 


thing the brewer does to his grain is to 


make it sprout or beg The 
baker is very careful that his grain 
should net sprout ner grow When the 


ts or malts his grain he 


} ful 


of its nourishment 


After the brewer mashes his malt he 


floods it with water This makes a 
wort which no one would think of 
drinking forthe nourishment there is 
ipit. even before it decays He then 
sends away the hulls or grains contain- 


ny the remainder of the solid food for 


the animals. The brewer uses yeast to 
ferment the wort asd change the most 
of the nourishment that is left into al- 


cohe The baker uses yeast in his 
tlough for the sake of the gas which 
makes litthe cavities his bread, so 


that it can be more easily divided and 


eaten. This is what makes fermented 


i light 


bread lig 


Fermenting the dough with the yeast 


does make a ve ry little aleohol, but this 
and the gas are driven off by the heat 


of the oven, so that there is neither 


aleohol or gas in the bread. Th 
heat stops the fermentation in tl 
bread, so that no more aleoho! nor gas 
ismmade init. But in beer the fermen- 
tation goes on afte t is ottled nd 
he stuff - wlually fermenting and

decaving when used as a drink 


The fermentation in the bread de 
stroys but a very little of the nutrition 


As soon as a litt! was has formed, so 
as to pull up the bread, the fermenta- 
ion is stopped by the heat If the 
bread should stand us tlie beer d eS 
ind go on fermenting and decayin 
it would have such odor that you could 
not have it in the house: on the other 
hand. if the beer should be so treated 
as to stop the fermentation early, ho 


one would drink it, because the alcohol 


tis what the drinkers waut So 
while it is true that the brewer and the 
baker both use grain, both grind it and 
both use yeast; there the likeness stops 
entire 

The yeast produces two very different 
substances; the alcohol and the carbon- 
ie acid gas The brewer uses one and 
the ieee the other. The brewer turns 
tll that he uses of the grain mito ak 
hol. Tue baker makes a ve ry iuttie of 
the gas and uses it tomake little cavities 
n his bread. So the baker saves nearly 


all his grain and produces a nourishing 


food. The brewer destroys nearly all 
his grain and produces an intoxicating

Circ aGo, Sept. 26, 1881. 

Dear Patriot, — The tidings announc- 
ing the death of President Garfield was 
received here. as throughout the civil- 
ized world, with universal sorrow and 
lamentation. At about half past ten 
o'clock on the evening of his death, 
hundreds of people could be seen hur- 
rying toward the different newspaper 
offices, with blanched cheeks, only to 
find a verification of the report in the 
simple bulletins displayed: ** The Presi- 
dent is dead.” Soon after eleven 
o'clock extras were published and the 
cries of the newsboys could be heard 
far into the night. 

On Tuesday morning, the newspa- 
pers with one or two exceptions, who 


were unable to, on account of the con- 
struction of their presses, appeared in 
mourning, and before night the princi- 
ple buildings were draped in black and 
white in honor of the lamented dead 
There was little business transacted dur- 
ing the day, most of the houses closing 
in the afternoon, snd the theatres gave 
neo performance es in the evening.
